The action apparently stems from a recent dis- 
covery by the court that at least one official had been 
charging the cost of his home phone against the coun- 



The telephone regulation, 
passed unanimously by the 
court, was proposed by Magis- 
trate Estill Pollard and second 
by Burnam Thomas. 

In other action last week, 
court also officially rejected the 
offer by the Office of Civil De- 
fense to settle the county’s 
$91,000 flood disaster claim for 
approximately $23,000.

Only three states have a larger number 
of counties on the eligible list. These are Ala- 
bama. Mississippi and Tennessee. 

315 Counties Most Needy 

Nationally, 315 counties were chosen as 
most needy on the basis of low farm standards 
of living and low income from farming. 

The level-of-living classification was based 
on such items as percentages of farms with elec- 
tricity, telephones, and automobiles. 

• A Department of Agriculture study shows 
that in 1954 Kentucky had four counties where 
fewer thai one in 50 farms had a telephone. 
These were Clinton, Lawrence, Lee, and Rock- 
castle. 

In Lee County only one farm in nine had 
an automobile in 1954. In six other counties — 
Clinton, Estill, Jackson. Morgan, Owsley, and 
Wolfe fewer than one farm in three had a 
car. 

Had 660.813 In 1950 

The 35 Kentucky counties had a population 
of 660,813 in 1950. They contained 25,951 com- 
mercial farms with gross sales totaling less 
than $2,500 each in 1954.

The so-called “depressed-areas” legislation 
calls for $375,000,000 in federal grants and 
loans. It would go to sections which have been 
under the economic weather for the past several 
years. 

Kentucky’s Republican Senator John Sher- 
man Cooper was a sponsor of the bill, known 
as the Douglas-Payne Area Redevelopment Bill. 
It passed the Senate. 46 to 36, late Tuesday. 
Kentucky Republican Thruston B. Morton join- 
ed in voting for it. 

Similar Bills In House 

Blent Spence of Fort Thomas and Carl D. 
Perkins of Hindman, Kentucky Democrats in 
Congress, have introduced similar measures in 
the House. 

The House Banking and Currency Commit- 
tee, headed by Spence, will begin closed-door 
discussions of this and other “recession” bills 
May 29.

Topic For Talks 



A four-lane by-pass” highway for the City of Hazard 
will be the topic of discussions tomorrow in Frankfort be- 
tween Dr. Robert Martin, State Highway Commissioner, George 
Hubeley. Commissioner State Department of Economic Devel- 
opment, and Dewey Daniel, president, People's Bank 

Daniel said this morning that the three will take up the 
proposed "Green Belt lane". The route will run from Combs, 
two miles southwest of Hazard, to Gloinawr, three miles east 
of Hazard, belowing the top of a mountain v^hich faces the 
business section of the city. 

Daniel said this morning the road “will open up an en- 
tire new industrial and residential area” for the community. 

Daniel, chairman, State Republican Central Committee, 
said the idea for the road was first advanced here following 
the flood last year in a survey conducted the Department of 
Economic Security. 

He said it has since been endorsed by the Eastern Ken- 
tucky Planning Commission as the project for immediate at- 
tention. 

Daniel noted the road will open up land which can be econ- 
omically developed into subdivisions set aside for industry, 
or both Land prices here are high because uf a scarcity of 
building sites.
